What must have represented yeara of 
caTOIul collecting by, Stanford/White was dis- 
posed of in two i hours yesterday at the auc- 
tion sale conducted in the White' residence 
at'! 121 East Twenty-first street under the 
direction of .the American Art Association. 
Yet so rich is the house in objects of viJmo 
that there -will be two days of sale yet before 
the rooms aro stripped. From a bronzs 
vase the sbe of one's palm up to the painted 
wooden ceiling of a music room every frag- 
ment of brass, tapestry and wood carving on 
the thrco floors of the house is listed for sale. 

Admission to the sale is by card only, and 
cards aro hai-d to secure at the rooms of the 
American Art Association in East Twenty- ! 
third street. By half past 2, tho hour set 
for the opening of Ihe sale, the mimic room 
on the first main floor and the smaller room 
in front of it were crowded, and late comm a 
were standing in a fringe back almost out of 
hearing of the auctioneers voice.

Thomas E. Kirby of the American Art 
\ woi iation, who acted as auctioneer, ar- 
ranged hanging green velvet otirteina and a 
,lejider stand in the north end of the 

nuaie rue* «n which to display the various 
art object*. As each number was culled 
out two liveried negroes appeared from be- 
hind the green curtains with the carving cr 
■ andle branches and supported them under 
a group light on the little stand before the 
^.ic-en plush, Mr. Belasco, who was a keen 
buyer, was seen l» nod approval at the artis- 
I ensemble. 

Potteries and small bronzes were first 
put up for bidding. Immediately it became 
apparent that ft needed no flatteiirig de- 
scriptions from the auctioneer to make the 
piicos jump. 

A -ciua: Peruvian pes went, for 35 first 
off. This was the lowest price of the day. 
Then followed assorted Roman and antique 
brpnze candlesticks, which went without, 
rojnpetition. A Majolica statue of Venus, 
lieautifuUy clean in outline against the 
?reen phish, caused the first flurry in bid- 
ding. Opening at $40, the offers went 
hack and forth until Richard Mortimer 
touched $160 and the white Venus went to 
him. The Chinese porcelains went quickly 
arid smoothly, thon a little old Dresden. 



When Mr. Kirby put. up two old fashioned 
itowder horns, heavily embossed and 
fringed with faded red, Belasco came to 
thp front. Those powder horns might do 
to. hang about the neck of some leading 
man in a future Oelasco production of 
glorious, romance, and there were also 
uossibllities for press agent's work in those 
two powder horns. They went to the 
playwright for *l(H) and $170 respectively— a 
hit high for realism, but worth it. 

There was a grout assortment of brasses, 
(■'ully a dozen Dutch warming pans went at 
prices ranging from $35 to $40. There 
were church plaques from Spanish cathe- 
drals and Dutch churches, an Italian mon- 
strance and a Louis XV. monstrance, an 
antique wall clock, which likewise an- 
nealed to Mr, Belasco.

A large attendance o< fashionable peo- 
ple, and high prlcea were the principal 
features of the first afternoon of the aalo 
under the direction of the American Ai t 
Galleries of the household furnishings and 
interior decorations belonging to the es- 
tate of the lata Stanford White at hia 
former home, 121 East Twenty-first 
Street, yesterday afternoon. The smaller 
decorative articles of the house were sola, 
and the returns for the day were f u - 
r.25.30. 

Only persona properly identified were 
admitted. These held tickets made out in 
their own names, which were punched by 
a man at the entrance of the house, and 
were surrendered at the entrance to the 
rooms where the sale was held. Tho sale 
proper took place in the music room, 
which occupies an extension at the rear 
of the house beneath the art gallery 
Many of those attending the sale, occu- 
pied seats in tho dining room adjoining. 
Crowd Came Early. 
Contrary to the usual custom at sales 
of art objects the purchasers arrived 
early, and at the opening of the sale 
three-quarters of the selts were filled 
with bidders who stayed, with few ex- 
ceptions, throughout the afternoon.

ally, in a private house, not the most sat- 
isfactory. It was difficult to hear In the* 
second room, and tho beautiful ornamen- 
tal columns in the Italian Renaissance 
I doorway between the dining and muslo 
rooms were not agreeable when they ob- 
I struetef the view. But the people re- 
1 malned and exchanged their seats for 
! hotter ones when the exceptional few took 
; their departure. It was impossible to seat 
i all the people. 

Theatre rules did not obtain in regard 
to hats, and the most pronounced styles 
in Spring millinery were out In full force.

Htglt prices wero the rule, higher prob- 
ably In proportion than will be obtained 
In the sales of to-day and to-morrow, 
when the articles of greater value will be 
put up. A number of persons who came 
to the sale yesterday expecting to bid and 
pay good prices found things went quite 
beyond them and did not make an effort. 
Many articles of carved wood were sold, 
one large carved and glided wood pansl, 
sixteenth century Spanish, bringing, per- 
haps, the highest individual price of the 
afternoon.

Two 
I large Mongolian tiger skins with mounted 
heads Sold for MR) and J-iSO, going to 
Parker D. Handy, who made other pur- 
chases. A representative of Princeton 
College Club, which is to make over the 
house and occupy it, was present to bid on 
anything in the way of decorations tha 
club might wish to retain.
